BACKING UP THE LAW 


ENFORCEMENT OFFICER : 
Everyone has been concerned with the serious 
phases of Hallowe'en activities in the Lindsay district 
and they are hopeful that those responsible for causing 
extensive property loss or creating hazardous situations 
will be brought to task. 
“—=..-People generally like to feel that both their pro- 
perty and their person are adequately protected by the 
“Jaw and that those who yiolate either will be dealth 
with in a manner which will help them to recognize 
that lawless actions are not condoned. 

In the wake of the most recent lawless activities, 
there have been disconcerting reports to the effect 
that police in many parts of Ontario feel that in too 

“many instances it is a thank-less job bringing people 
before the bar of justice. These reports allege that all 
too often the courts make light of a serious situation 

~ and allow the offender to go free, virtually unimpressed 
with his brush with the law. Naturally, if such is the 
case, police officers may tend to think twice before 
they prefer charges even though they may be con- 
vinced they are warranted. This could lead to a serious 
state of affairs. 7 

Justice undoubtedly should be tempered with mercy 
but not to the extent that it makes law enforcement 
officers reluctant to take steps to put a halt to lawless 
acts which, uncurbed, could make a laughing stock 
of the law.

Precautions to be Taken 
Regarding Old Medicines 

Another unfortunte case of| 
accidental poisoning in the} 
home has been brought to my 
attention. Another innocent 
child cut off in its early years 
because of the carelessness of 
its parents. 

I have been reading that a 
well known  surgical-dressing 
firm has been going all out in 
a campaign to cut down on av- 
oidable poisoning in the home. 
They call the bathroom medi- 
cine chest a potential home 
“booby trap’’—because it is 
likely to contain a “Jumble of 
left-over remedies, out-of-date 
prescriptions and lethal 
drugs.” 

Here are some excellent 
cautions: 

1. Keep all poisonous sub- 
stances and dangerous drugs 
in a safe storage place and not 
in the medicine chest. Store 
these out of reach of children. 

2. Clean up your medicine 
chest twice a year and throw 
;out old medicines and unused 
| prescription drugs. 

3. Date all drug supplies 
when you buy them and pro- 
tect the labels with transpar- 
ent tape. 

4. Follow prescription di- 
rections exactly. 

5. Always throw bottles a-

PRACTICALLY EVERY KNOWN FACTOR HAS 
FAVORED A HIGH HOUSING RATE 
SINCE 1945: 

1. There was a considerable backlog of demand 
resulting from under-building during a period of at 
least 15 years. 

2. Not only has the rate of population growth been 
unusually high, but the factors contributing to that 
growth have been such as to augment the need for 
housing—the high rate of net family formation follow- 
ing the war, and the sustained upsurge in the birth rate, 
halting as it did the long-term trend toward smaller 
families. 

3. The high level of personal income has made 
possible earlier marriages and family formation at one 
end of the adult scale age, while since 1952 the Old 
Age Security payments have enabled many elderly per- 
sons to remain independent householders who would 
otherwise have had to share accommodation. 

4. Steadily rising income has been supplemented 
by a substantial increase in the sources of mortgage 
credit, partly through legislation embodied in the Na- 
tional Housing Acts, particularly that of 1954, which 
provided for lending terms that assisted the low- and 
middle-income groups to become home-owners. 

5. The long-trend movement of population from 
rural to urban locations, and from urban to suburban 
residential areas in the metropolitan districts has resulted 
in a wide-spread shifting of domicile and change in living 
habits. 

6. Rapid resource development has greatly expanded 
the area of settlement, and in a number of cases created 
entire new towns. , 

7. The differential between the cost of owning and 
renting has tended over most of the period to favor 
the former. Between 1949 ahd 1957 rents as a whole 
had increased 38 per cent while home-ownership costs 
has risen less than 31 per cent. (Within the past year 
and a half, however, the spread has been closing steadily 
and by June of this year had all but disappeared.) 

8. Last, but certainly not least, have been the pro- 
fits to be made on speculative real estate in a period 
of rapidly rising values, in which inflation played a part.

First installed at St. Paul’s Cathedral, the equipment 
has proved effective in scaring the hundreds of thou- 
sands of starlings which have plagued London’s historic 
buildings and monuments.—U.K. Information Service.

MUNCIPALITIES FEEL TIGHT MONEY 

Municipalities may complain, with justification, of 
the high cost of borrowing. The range of seven recent 
debenture issues by Quebec municipalities was 6.9 to 
7.8 per eent. The lending agency of the Ontario gover- 
ernment charges 7.25 per cent. An interest charge in 
excess of 7.75 per cent over a 20-year term more than 
equals the amount borrowed. 

Municipalities, unlike corporations and individuals, 
are unable to save in the present for spending in the 
future. All income, all expenditure, are current. The only 
way a major expenditure, like that for a new school 
or paving a road, can be financed is by borrowing. The 
burden of borrowing costs which, over a 20-year term, 
amount to a dollar for a dollar is an excessive load upon 
taxpayers ‘already burdened. 

One proposal is for a bank, financed by the Federal 
government and charging “reasonable” interest rates, 
from which municipalities may borrow at less than mar- 
ket costs, A more practical proposal is exemption of 
municipal securities from taxes which limit the value of 
these securities to the Investor. They must be made 
more attractive on counts other than gross return if 
municipalities are to keep their services up to date. 

The municipalities have borrowed extensively over 
the last few years. The rapid increase in population has 
placed a heavy burden of road, school and social costs 
on them which will not be soon lightened. Municipal 
borrowing has more than doubled over the last five 
years. It is expected to increase another 25 per cent 
over the next five years. 

While conceding the difficulties confronting muni- 
cipalities, however, it should be noted that municipal 
management, no less than corporate management, is 
prone to the boom psychology. All too often, municipal 
spending has been approached on a hang-the-cost basis 
the argument that “nothing is too good for ourtown” 
carrying the day. 

Some of the stress imposed on municipalities could 
be relieved by a return to the thrifty assessment of every 
proposa! to spend which, not so long ago, was the parti- 
cular, and much desired, characteristic of local govern- 
ment,—The Financial Times.

For me, who had come from England and never 
before met a North American Indian, Walking Buffalo, 
old chief of the Stonies, spoke prophet words for a 
modern generation. 

I sensed a quality new to me—rich with the clean, 
cool air of the mountains, the damp, dry darkness of 
the pine woods, the rugged permanence of granite rock, 
the farseeing understanding of wild beasts. It spoke loud 
and echoing from every wrinkled feature. 

People of America! I saw them in him—tall, endur- 
ing, strong, riding down the years. Brave and violent 
they surge across the plains and mountains of this con- 
tinent’s memories. Such are the Indians for whom he 
speaks. 

But an alien people has occupied their land. The 
suffering have been bitter. And they, a proud and noble 
race, have been forced to their knees before a blind, 
machine-run people from the old world. 

Quiet and dignified, the Chief tells stories and phil- 
osophy—a saga near ninety years long. A rasping, rumb- 
ling, low-pitched, firm, kindly voice; a rutted mahogany- 
built face; a solid, strong figure; a humble servant— 
and leader. This has been called the “conscience of 
America.” 

Turning towards the window, he looks out across 
the cold and stormy straights of Mackinac to the nearby 
island. The trees are the deep brown of mid-autumn. 
The sky is a cloud-strewn blue above. 

“People ask me which university I went to.” Twink- 
ling he tells “I always say I went to the highest university 
of all—Nature! That’s the best education! 

“You see that island there? You see the trees? 
Well, that is just the world as God means it to be. 
Those trees have all kinds of different names—they are 
different colors, different shapes, different sizes. But 
they all grow up straight towards the sky together. 

“There is no quarreling, no bickering between them. 
No encroaching. Some die and fall to earth, and rot. 
And they are used to help the young trees grow. Some 
are crooked, some bent over, but they still grow peace- 
ably together with the other ones. 

“Nature's university is the best of all. I have studied 
on horseback, on foot, on the mountains, in the forests 
—everywhere I go in the open air. It is the only com- 
plete university, > S 

\ “Books are not permanent, They don’t say every- 
thing. Then they die away; maybe they get outside 
in the open—sun, wind, rain, and all the print and paper 
disappears. Same with newspapers—you see them out 
in the open, getting blown around and torn. Only nature 
lasts and keeps on teaching and never stops. 

Nature tells the truth about the world, All the races 
and peoples and creeds are the same, and God wants 
us to live together with the same aim—to grow straight 
upward together like those trees.” 

A philosophy, simple as time itself—and as eternal. 
The universal, the permanent. Life contemplated through 
lonely years, alone in nature, alone in mid-winter. A 
deep understanding born of humility, It reaches out 
across tempest-torn seas and misery-trodden continents 
to every living man. ; 

“Take Psalm 91; that’s what I’ve learned and that’s 
my life. Do you know the words? Study them. Are they 
a philosophy for American bravery? “He that dwelleth 
in the secret place of the Most High shall abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty. I will say of the Lord. ‘He 
Is my refuge and my fortress; my God, in Him will I 
trust.” 

What message for a modern world? 

“In Moral Re-Amamment we have four absolute 
moral standards—honesty, purity, unselfishness, love— 
and then unity. Like four fingers and thumbs on your 
hand. All five-help you to have a firm grip to be able to 
do something. God will guide and do the rest. 

“My people know that we belong to America, just 
like the buffalo does. That's what I believe. 

“Our young men have gotten soft. They've lost 
the will to fight and work. The old fighting blood is 
dying. They’re scared of each other and of the white 
people. They've been softened up. 

“We've got to litt that weight of fear and hate. 
I believe the key to a new future for the Indians of 
North America and for the whole world is to live out 
these four moral standards and to obey what God puts 


in your mind and heart.’—MRA Press Bureau

Is Highly Successful 

You may wonder why it is 
necessary to freeze apple 
sauce when there is an abun- 
dant supply of raw apples on 
the market the year ’round. 
However, there are sound rea-| 
sons for doing so, on ocr 
You may have more apple 
now than you Know \W..... 
do with, for one thing, or you 
may be able to get an especial- 
ly good buy at this season. It 
isn’t necessary to buy or use 
the best grade for apple sauce, | 
either. Smaller apples or those 
lacking in color will give the 
same delicious flavor in sauce 
that you get from top grade 
ones. So, the following advice 
from the Home Economics 
Service of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture may well 
stand you in good stead later 
on, when you're even more 
rushed than usual, say.

McIntosh apples make excel- 
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lent sauce for freezing and 
you can choose the color of 
the sauce too. Use the peeling 
and you get sauce shading 
from palest pink to almost or- 
ange, depending on the apples. 
Peel them and you have a 
white sauce with tinges of pale 
green. Half peeled and half 
unpeeled apples produce a very 
soft pink color, generally most 
acceptable. Oddly . enough, 
when apple sauce is frozen, the 
color often fades. When de- 
frosted, however, it 
back to its natural color. 


Preparing apple sauce for 
freezing is very simple — a 
third of a cup of water to each 
quart of apple slices is a good 
general rule. After the sauce 
is cooked, it may be strained 
or not, as you please, cooled 
and sweetened to your liking. 
The amount of sugar varies 
from %4 to % 
quart of apple sauce, depend- 
ing upon the tartness of the 
apples. Seal in rigid contain-| 
ers, leaving headspace for ex- 
pansion, and freeze at zero or, 
lower temperatures. 


Frozen apple sauce can be 
held for as long as nine months 
with both color and flavor still 
rating high.

USE ARTIFICIAL LIGHTS 
WHEN SORTING TOBACCO 
To better distinguish between 
the different shades and colors 
of tobacco when making up 
in uniform bales, do your sort 
ing under artificial lights, says 
Glen McCann, tobacco special- 
ist of the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture. 

The 2-tube unit and the 2- 
tube fluorescent light lack the 
intensity of a 4tube unit and 
and make the tobacco appear } 
dark and black on color. Re- 
search also has shown that a 
combination of three 40-watt 
daylight-type bulbs and one 40 
watt deluxe warm-white light 
most closely resemble day- 
light. 

What’s wrong with growers 
using a north or northeast win 
dow light? 

“Too variable,” say the to- 
bacco expert. “Daylight varies 
from day to day during the 
stripping season. The light 
varies both in intensity and 
color. Tobacco graded under 
these conditions can only re- 
sult in mixed bales. 

He explains: “‘Artificial light 
will give you the same light 
but not all are suitable. Or- 
dinary incandescent bulbs in 
the striproom bring out too 
much red in the tobacco. Blu- 
ish tinted bulbs give the to- 
bacco too much green color 
and a washed out pale ap- 
pearance. 

He suggests you use two 40- 
watt daylight bulbs and two 
40 - watt deluxe cool white 
tubes or two daylight tubes 
and two cool-white tubes. 

“Hang each unit about 312 
feet above the working area 
to get the right intensity on 
the grading table.

Hallowe’en pranksters are 
reported in some quarters to 
have been responsible for the 
blaze that completely destroy- 
ed the 75-foot bridge. 

Burning debris which fell 
to the right-of-way warped 
five lengths of rail, two tele- 
graph wires were also burned. 

The structure, built many 
years ago jointly by the rail- 
way company, the Department 
of Highways and the County | 
of Victoria, earned the title | 
“Thunder Bridge” because ot | 
rumbling set up as vehicles 
crossed it. 

Work crews cleared the Mid- 
lJand-Belleville line in time for 
the scheduled service this 
morning. The last train to pass 
under the bridge was 8:25 
p.m. Saturday. 

The fire was first noticed 
at approximately 4 a.m. The 
bridge collapsed almost six 
hours later at 9:30 a.m., the 
railway disclosed today. 

The bridge was rebuilt 1954 
and was situated on what is 
known as the Cambray cut-! 
off. Traffic will be detoured 
for some time, it was disclosed 
this morning. 

Fire Chief Arnold Watson | 
said his department was sum- 
moned to the scene shortly be- | 
fore 4:30 a.m. Sunday. “The| 
fire had a good hold at both 
ends of the structure when we | 
arrived,” said the chief. 

Chief Watson said the rail-| 
way company sent a water 
tank to the scene. One of the 
problems facing us was a shor- 
tage of water,” the chief de- 
clared. 

The incident is being inves- | 
tigated by the local detach- 
ment of OPP and railway po- 
lice It is reported that the 
arson squad may he called in 
to conduct on-the-spot investi- 
gations. 

All day Sunday hundreds of 
people flocked to the scene of 
the fire to view the still blaz- 
ing ruins. Gazing down over 
the embankment one saw 
twisted ribbons of steel traf- 
fic tread which had spanned 
the overpass, scorched tele- 
graph wires, warped rails, and 
workmen speeding the job of 
readying the line for today’s 
traffic. 

a common remark at the 
scene: This is carrying things 
too far — I can’t understand 
the mentality of anyone who 
would do such a thing.” 

Much Vandalism 

Other damage in this area 
on Halloween night ranged 

from broken windows to the 
lighting of fires in the main 
streets of several villages. 


Lindsay, owner of the build- 
ing, told “The Post” 50 feet 
of a 10-foot masonry wall had 
been knocked down. A bull- 
dozer and ditchdigger were 
put into operation at the site. 
Both machines were later 
abandoned, the bulldozer was 
left in a mudhole.

OPS AND ITS ASSESSMENT PROBLEMS ; 

Ops Township ratepayers are concerned, and rightly 
so, over drastic increases in assessment which have been 
effected as of the latest mailing of assessment notices. 
In many instances assessments have been increased 
sharply—two, two-and-a-half, perhaps even three Ines: 
But this is not something new to the area and it will 
be recalled that Mariposa Township went through a simi- 
lar reassessment period several months ago. he 

Not being in the assessment business, it is difficult 
to determine what the ultimate effect of Ops’ reassess- 
ment is going to be, but there is one thing about which 
all who have experienced reassessment are certain: In 
the majority of cases their taxes have increased despite 
all mollifying talk to the effect that a higher assess- 
ment means means a lower mill rate. Ops residents can, 
therefore, anticipate that for the most part, they will 
pay more taxes next year. 

There doesn’t seem to be any doubt that there has 
been a need for revising not only assessments but assess- 
ment methods across the province but, in the light of 
what Ops ratepayers were told at an open meeting this 
week, there is another facet of this assessment problem 
which needs looking into. Ratepayers were told by Vic- 
toria County’s assessor that the main qualification a 
person needed to become a township assessor was the 
willingness to take on the job at the usually nominal pay 
which was prevailing. To this we must take exception. 

Assessment is a vital work and it should only be - 
done by competent people who have sufficient know- 
ledge of land and building values to appraise a property 
correctly. An incompetent assessor could work to the 
disadvantage of the ratepayers if he hadn’t the know- 
ledge and ability to use any established assessment guides 
intelligently even to the extent of going contrary to pre- 
scribed “yardsticks’ if the situation warranted it.

All bulbs may be safely 
planted until the ground 
freezes up. Weall recommends

A bombshell which Recrea- 
tion Chairman Gordon Pepper 
unloaded at Monday night’s 
meeting of Town Council took 
the form of an immediate re- 
quest for major repairs to be 
conducted at the Kiwanis Ar- 
ena. The repairs were needed 
to carry out the planned rec- 
reational and arena program 
during the coming winter 
months. A budget of ‘up to 
$6,000’ to carry out the work 
was authorized by council. 

Councillor Pepper referred 
to the problem facing his com- 
mittee as a “grave matter”. 


situation, the councillor said a 
report submitted by the Fire 
Chief had revealed the arena 
building constitutes a potential 
fire hazard. “This is not a new 
problem, ” said the chairman. 


Mr. Pepper disclosed that re- 
ports similar to the one he re- 
ceived had been posted with 
previous chairmen of the com- 
mittee for the past two years. 
“They have not seen fit to face 
up to these problems,” he de- 
clared.

A “STIFF PENALTY” WILL PUT 

A DAMPER ON LAWLESSNESS 

Magistrate R. I. Moore is to be commended for hay- 
ing imposed what might be regarded as a “stiff penalty” 
on a driver who was convicted on two charges in Friday’s 
magistrate’s court. 

It has become increasingly apparent that light pen- 
alties are ‘neffective in curbing lawless actions. A higher 
price (not necessarily monetary) for breaking the law 
is the only alfernative open to the courts if they are to 
in.press on those with lawless tendencies that they must 
live within the law or be prepared to be disciplined. 

We do not suggest that mercy be shown but there 
are indications that justice has been too generously 
tempered with that quality. As a result, there are those 
who have lost proper respect for the law and that for 
which it stands. 

By dealing firmly with those who break the law, 
law enforcement officers will be encouraged to per- 
form their duty and magistrates and judges will thus 
be doing this country a real service.

Chicago, Noy. 5--(UPI)--R. J. Marlatte, Pre- 
sident of the Amercian Industria] Management 
Society says it will take the steel industry and the 
steelworkers 10 years to make up for the losses in 
wages and profits suffered in the current strike. 

Marlatte, of Chicago, told a convention of 
Industrial Engineers that strike losses to steel- 
workers amounted to 70 million dollars a week, 
and the probable loss in profits to. the- industry 
was four to five billion dollars. 

Of course, the aforegoing is only part of the.story 
. :. the effects of the strike have now become wide- 
spread-in other industries and are apparent right here 
in Lindsay. ; 

Over the weekend, in conversation with motor car 
dealer Graydon King, it was learned that the steel strike 
has made just the difference between a profitable fall 
sales season and one which makes it uninteresting to 
operate. 

Reference is made in the news story to the fact 
that losses in wages to the steelworkers now stand at 
an estimated $70 million dollars and that loss of pro- 
fits to the industry is between four and five billion 
dollars. We are not prepared to comment on this 
but it would be interesting to have the unbiased opinion 
of an economist as to the differential between wages 
and profits. 

Those who subscribe to the private enterprise 
system all recognize that profits must be made in order 
to interest capital investment but excessive profits do 
not contribute to a healthy national economy any 
more than do excessive wage demands. 

It has been said that the present steel strike is an 
‘Armageddon’ for unionism . . . It would be better if 
it were an awakening for both sides, an awakening 
which would make each acutely aware of the fact 
that strikes, like wars, leave both sides losers. There 
is a sign currently much in use by traffic divisions of 
police departments which reads “Yield” .. . It should 
be applied by both sides in management-labor disputes.

A NEW WAY TO MAKE ELECTRICITY 

A new kind of power plant that generates heat 
from hydrogen and oxygen and turns this heat directly 
into electricity was described by Allan Murray in a 
recent broadcast In the BBC General Overseas Service, 
“It is, in fact, an electro-chemical battery”, he said, 
“made up of what are called fuel cells. There are forty 
of these, each with two electrodes, immersed in a 
solution of caustic soda or potash. When hydrogen is 
fed to one electrode and oxygen to the other’ the end 
product is an electric current.”

The basic idea was not a new one, Murray sald. 
A British scientist, Sir William Grove, first thought of 
the fuel cell 120 years ago, and sixty years ago one was 
made that actually worked, but could not then be fully 
developed. “Then in the early nineteen-thirties Mr. 
Fr. T, Bacon of Cambridge University began to think out 
a new approach. This led, after the war, to ten years 
of original research and eventually, in 1 , to the plac- 
ing of a development contract with a Cambridge firm, 
The result is this forty-cell battery with an output of 
five kilowatts — enough to drive, say, a small car or a 
fork-lift truck. - 

“The Bacon fuel cell is now almost a commercial 
proposition, that’s to say, a completely automatic and 
reliable inexhaustible. Here you have a battery running 
on hydrogen and oxygen — that’s the fuel; and the only 
exhaust is water, It’s quickly charged, silent, utterly 
free from vibration and has very few moving parts. 
lt’s a machine that makes electricity without engines, 
turbines, or generators. And because it eliminates 
these intermediate steps, far more heat ends up as 
power. 

“This is something that might well foreshadow a 
revolution in transport. Installed, for example ,in an 
electric locomotive, it would do away with conductor 
And it could be the ideal battery for space satel-

ment. It would be rash, accordingly, to assume that the 
recent stability of prices is going to be sustained for 
very long. Yet there are quite a few factors, both in 
the agricultural and business spheres, which are working 
in this direction. 

The Review goes on emphasize, indeed, that there 
are conflicting influences in the current price situation. 
Distinct upward tendencies persist in North American 
consumer prices, particularly for consumer services. And 
with business activities expanding, price increases have 
been developing in the capital investment sector of the 
economy as well as for some industrial materials. Fur- 
ther expansion in world economic activity would rein- 
force these tendencies, and particularly so if settlement 
of the U.S. steel strike should be followed by a scramble 
for raw materials and an upsurge in business optimism. 

The record of the past year suggests, however, that 
supplies of most raw materials are still adequate and 
that sufficient capacity exists. so that they could be 
increased rapidly, especially if prices were to rise or if 
the time lost through strikes were to be significantly 
reduced. In addition, it is quite apparent that the growth 
in food production has been tending to decrease prices 
in this important area.

The Right Way 
To Prune Grapes 


According to authorities 
with the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, pruning of 
grapes can be done anytime 
after the vines are completely 
dormant—until they start to 
bleed in the spring. 

“Dorman” is a term that ap- 
plies when the leaves have all 
fallen off and the night temp- 
eratures are around 20 degrees 
¥. 

How many canes do you 
leave? This will depend upon 
the system of training used, but 
here is the basic rule: The cane 
should originate as close to the 
main trunk as possible. 

And what about the number 
of buds? The greater the vigor 
of the vine, the more buds you 
leave. If the grapes consist- 
ently do not mature properly, 
then you should not leave as 
many buds. 

The basic aim in pruning 
grapes is to try and get a bal- 
ance between a crop of prop- 
erly matured grapes and the 
right kind of wood for next 


| year’s crop. If you prune too 


heavily, you cut down on yield 
and get too much wood. If you 
prune too lightly, you get a 
large number of loose branch- 
es and no wood for next year’s 
crop. 

Here’s how to calculate the 
number of buds to leave on 
Concord grapes. 

Remove all the wood ex- 
cept the 4 to 6 arms you want 
to leave. Leave only canes of 
normal vigor and about the size 
of a pencil. Avoid weak growths 

and overly vigorous sucker 
wood. 

Weigh the wood removed. 
For the first pound of 
wood removed, take away 30 
buds and for each additional 
pound of wood, take away 10 
buds. For example, if you re- 
moved 2 pounds of wood, you 
would also remove 40 buds. 
If there were 4 canes, you 
would remove 10 from each, 
or according to the vigor of the 
|canes. So you might have two 
canes, each having only 8 buds, 
| and the other two having 12.

A pioneer Alberta school- 
teacher and governmnt em-— 
ployee, Joseph O’Neill, 85. of 
10909 82 St., died in Edmon- 
ton at the age of 85. 2

Trent Canal no longer white el 


Near-capacity traffic 


reported f 


or season, 


““iust way we want it’’ 


The Trent Canal System 
can no longer be regarded as 
a white elephant. That is the 
considered opion of Clayton 
W. Hodgson, M.P. for this rid- 
ing. 

Addressing a meeting in 
Lindsay, Mr Hodgson said that 
a few years ago there used to 
be about 25 boats lock 
through Fenelon Falls every 
summer. Last summer, he de- 
clared, 3,500 boats had been 
locked through, ranging i 
size from 10 horsepower out- 
boards upwards to boats cap- 
able of carrying between 40 
and 50 people. 

Mr. Hodgson said great rev- 
enue was being derived from 
this water-borne tourist traf- 
fic and cited an instance last 
summer when he happend to 
be in Fenelon Falls and talked 
with one of these voyagers. 

“How much would you spend 
uptown today?” he asked the 


marine tourist. Taking out his 
purchase receipts, the tourist 
added them up and announced 
“About $100.” 

Mr. Hodgson said the canal 
system was now handling just 
about capacity traffic during 
the peak of the tourist season 
“and that’s just the way we 
want it.” 

Mr. Hodgson referred brief- 
ly to the need for better water 
level control measures and 
suggested that this was more 
efficiently handled when On- 
tario waterways were under 
the control of the province. 
He cited as an example the 
problem encountered with the 
Black River in North Ontario 
County each season when 
flooding deposited thousands 
of fish on adjacent fields. 

During the past season con- 
tinuing complaints of low wat- 
er levels came in from Hali- 
burton Highland lakes. 


Keep haking soda handy, 


oil space heater 


Owners of oil-burning space 
heaters are advised to keep a 
quantity of baking soda 
handy in case of fire. This 
advice was issued by Five 
Chief Arnold Watson. Friday 
following a space heater out- 
break. 

Chief Watson said the first 
essential in averting a space 
heater outbreak was to keep 
the pipes clean. “We strongly 
recommend that pipes be 
cleaned in the fall before the 
colder weather sets in,” de- 
clared the chief. 

People lighting space heat- 
ers were adyised by the chief 
to make sure that the heaters 
were well alight before leav- 
ing them. “In case of a fire 
baking soda is a handy thing 
with which to douse it” added 
the chief.

weatherwise, forecast 


The cold crisp weather cou- 
pled with the snowfall of re- 
cent date points to the com- 
ing deer season as an ideal 
one, weatherwise, in the Lind- 
say Forest District, 

Writing in the current “Dis- 
trict Forestry Report,” Wild- 
life Technician P. W. Swan- 
son and District Biologist K. 
K. Irizawa state: “There has 
been some alarm expressed 
by hunters concerning the ef- 
fect of last winter’s severe 
conditions on the deer herd. 
Studies carried out by the De- 
partment of Lands and For- 
ests personnel last spring ia- 
dicate that deer mortality in 
the Lindsay Forest District at 
least, did not reach the seti- 
ous proportions anticipated. 

“Several methods will be 
used in field by Conserva- 
tion Officers and other staff 
to obtain essential data requir- 
ed in the management of deer. 
Checking stations will again 
be in operation on the week- 
ends at strategic points on the 
main highways. The data ob- 
tained at these stations con- 
sists of hunter - success sta- 
tistics, sex-ratio and age-class 
distribution of deer, deer pro- 
ductivity, weights and other 
measurements of deer, All this 
information, when compiled

FALL CLEAN-UP 
IN THE GARDEN 


Gardeners who are putting 
their tools away for the last 
time this season should take 
another look at the home 
grounds. Quite likely, if they 
did, there would be a mass 
invasion of the toolshed and 
gardening would enjoy a 
grand revival, in spite of foot- 
ball fever. 

Although many people prob- 
ably don’t realize it, weeding 
is an important job right until 
freeze-up. Like crop plants, 
each weed has a favorite sea- 
son. That is why you don’t see 
much chickweed in the spring 
or much dandelion in the fall. 
Some weeds lie dormant in the 
soil all summer long and.then 
start growing just around the 
time that you have “packed 
it in” as far as hoeing goes. 


Mank gardeners seem to de- 
velop a strange urge to light 
fires in the fall. Unless carry- 
ing some disease, it is best to 
leave all leaves and crop re- 
fuse in the garden over the 
winter. It is a simple task to 
pile them all into a compost 
heap. Some gardeners dig all 
the refuse under, which is a 
good practice. 


A seeding of rye grass, es- 
pecially on the slopes, is very 
valuable in preventing winter 
erosion. Dig it under in the 
spring and you have some- 
thing to choke out new spring 
weeds, as well as a source of 
organic material. 


What about manure? If you 
are going to dig in the fall, add 
manure then. If you intend to 
work the soil in spring, wait 
until at least mid-winter be- 
for you put on the manure. 
Add inorganic fertilizer just 
before the-ground is going to 
be worked. 


Here’s a quick summary of 
what to do, as suggested by the 
Ontario Department of Agii- 
culture. 


—Clean up weeds. 
—Work all crop and weed resi- 
due into the soil—don’t burn 
it! 
—If you dig in fall, apply man- 
ure then. 
CONDUCTED TOUR 
Twenty senior agricultural 
officials from 14 European 
countries are currently tour- 
ing parts of Ontario and Que- 
bec. 
They are on thelr way to 
the convention of American 
" Association of Land Grant 
Colleges and State Universi- 
ties in St. Louis, Missouri. 
The group arrived in Mon- 
treal last week and leaves at 
Windsor, Ontario. on Thurs- 
day. 
The delegation is here to 
study the organization, pro- 
grams and techniques of Can- 
ada’s agricultural extension 
services. During a three-day 
visit to Quebec they inspected 
a few farms and co-operatives, 
the Agricultural College at St. 
Martine and MacDonald Col- 
lege at Ste. Anne De Bellevue. 
Their schedule included talks 
with federal agricultural auth- 
orities in Ottawa before they 
began a tour of such southern 
Ontario regions as Toronto, 
Vineland, Niagara Falls, Lon- 
don, Guelph, Chatham and 
Windsor. 


The visitors are from Aus- 
tria, Belgium, Denmark, Ger- 
many, France, Greece, Ire- 
land, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Tur- 
key and Britain. 

SCOTLAND'S HEATHER 

The Canada Department of 
Agriculture has its hands full 
these days because of yearn- 
ing for Scotland’s traditional 
heather is leading people afoul 
of the law and causing the de- 
partment extra work. 

Plant Protection Division in- 
spectors report that in just 
one month four ship passen- 
gers were intercepted at Mon- 


treal carrying 22 heather 
plants, while in Toronto 34 
mail shipments were investi- 
gated and found to be cut 
heather with the stems insert- 
ed in potatoes or heather with 
roots in soil. 

At Vancouver, during the 
same period, 10 mail ship- 
ments of cut heather with 
stems inserted in potatoes 
were held up. 

Cut heather may be brought 
into this country without in- 
spection, but all plants con- 
taining roots or soil from 
countries where golden nema- 
tode is known to exist must 
be accompanied by a phyto- 
sanitary certificate stating 
that the soil where the plants 
were grown was officially test- 
ed and this nematode — not 
found. 


Golden nematode is serious 
pest of potatoes and is known 
to exist in a number of coun- 
tries, among which is Scot- 
land. 

Furthermore, Canada pro- 
hibits importation of potatoes 
from all European countries 
as well as a number of other 
countries. 

There has been a steady in- 
crease in the amount of hea- 
ther brought into Canada, pos- 
sibly because more and more 
Canadians are visiting Scot- 
Jand when héather is in full 
bloom. 


So if you are thinking of 
asking Auntie Flora or cousin 
Stuart to send over a wee bit 
o’ heather, tell them to leave 
the potatoes at home.

The premier 
make two forecasts about the 
control of cancer and mental 
disease. Speaking of mental 
disease, Premier Frost said al- 
tough it would not be possible 
to conquer it completely, he 
felt many of the ailments 
would be eliminated. 

It was revealed by the pre- 
mier that it was proposed to 
make great advances in the 
coming year in the establish- 
ing of out-patient clinics for 
the treatment of the mentally 
ill. 

Turning to the great killer 
—cancer—Premier Frost de- 
clared that tremendous advan- 
ces in the battle against the 
dreaded’ disease had been 


made of late. The speaker told | 


his audience that there were 
positive cases of cures having 
been effected against the di- 
sease. 

Premier Frost confessed he 
knew very little of the work 
of the new TB project. He re- 
minded his audience that in 
the 1900’s the death rate from 
the disease was 160 per 100,- 
000 of population. In 1958 
that figure had been reduced 
to 3.2 per 100,,000. 

“The many empty beds in 
hospitals throughout the coun- 
try bear evidence to the man- 
ner in which tuberculosis in 
being triumpehd over.” said 
the premier. 

Dr. S. A. Holling, director 
of tuberculosis control Ontario 


Department of Health, said al- 


though it had generally been 
felt there was a low incidence 
in this county, since the pro- 
ject got underway two active 
cases have been discovered al- 
ready. 

Dr. Holling said it had been 
amazing to see the interest 
shown in the new venture. 
The speaker referred to the 
project as ‘‘an epoch making 
program.” “This is the first 


and only program of its kind} 


on the North American Con- 
tinent,” the doctor declared. 

Mr. Ed. O’Brien, executive 
director, Ontario Tuberculosis 
Association, told the assembly 
it was only through an in- 
formed community that any 
progress could hope to he 
made. 

Miss Floris King, co-ordina- 
tor and Mrs. Olive Crossley, 
local association secretary, 
were both thanked for their 
excellent achievement in the 
organizational phase of the 
new program.

CAR PERMITS AT BORDER ABOLISHED 

The 4,000 mile border between the United States 
and Canada—unguarded for nigh on 150 years by guns 
or barbed wire—is becoming more and more an “imag- 
inary line”. Much progress has been made recently on 
both sides to facilitate crossings and encourage more 
neighborly visits back and forth by reducing “red tape” 
at ports of entry. ¢ 

Latest move in this direction by the Canadian gov- 
ernment was instituted October 1st when an order was 
issued under which Canadians entering the U.S. on 
pleasure trips are no longer required to fill out auto- 
mobile customs permits. 

Prior to this date, travellers visiting the U.S. by 
private motor car were handed forms on which to check 
off such items as tires, heaters, radios, slip covers, spot- 
lights, etc., so they would not be assessed when re-enter- 
ing Canada. Now, though the same regulations apply, 
enforcement will be by visual inspections. 

The change will help eliminate the traffic jams that 
have annoyed travellers, particularly on long weekends, 
at the busiest border points, such as Sarnia, Windsor, 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls——Ontario Travel News

MEDICAL MAILBAG 
Some of the New Drugs Mean 
Pills Instead of the Knife 

“About these new anti-high 
blood pressure drugs,” writes 
Mr. G.L. of Baltimore, Md 
“Coud you tell us just what 
they are? I’m confused.” 

Comment: I receive many 
similar letters from readers 
who want to. know if pheno- 
barbital and other such drugs 
are outmoded in hypertension 
management; if it is all right 
to take more than one of the 
newer drugs at the same time; 
if they are dangerous; if tak- 
ing these drugs eliminates the 
need for “living carefully’— 
and so on. 

You must remember that 
until about ten years ago the 
drug treatment of high blood 
pressure hadn’t shown much 
improvement over the “old - 
fashioned” treatment. 

In those days all that doc- 
tors could do was to advise 
you to “go easy on salty foods, 


| take it easy, cut down on your 


weight and take these pills for 
your nerves. 


In many patients this man- 


provement and prolongation 
of their lives. However, in too 
many, it failed its purpose. 

Then came the newer hyper- 
tensive drugs. In these past 
few years we have been able, 
to help hypertensive patients 
tremendously.

Norland Celebrates 
100th Birthday 


Norland (PNS) — It is al- 
ways a time of rejoicing when 
a village reaches its one Hund- 
redth birthday, and Norland is 
no exception. The first set- 
tlers came from Oakwood. Al- 
exander A. McLaughlin moy- 
ed with his large family, to- 
geth with the Pearsons and| 
other neighbours to what is| 
now known as Norland, in 
1859. 


Mr. McLaughlin could be 
called the founder of the vill- 
age as he built the first house, | 
grist mill and saw mill. The) 
place was called McLaughlin 
Mills until a post office was au- 
thorized and the name was 
changed to Norland. It is also 
understood he named Norland, 
and was the first postmaster. 
(Norland is a Mohawk name).

Powder post beetles can 
make hollow shells out of tim-

deposit of sawdust in their 
wake. Eventually, they may 
riddle timbers so thoroughly 
;that a light load may snap 
| them. 


Powder post beetles can be 
| controlled by fumigation, but 
|the most practical method is 
| to use a spray. Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture publica- 
tion 140, “Powder Post Beet- 
|les”, outlines the habits of 
this pest in detail, and supplies 
control measures.

Strikes frequently have far- 
teaching effects. fi 
- A strike at the Dominion 
Textiles Ltd.’s plant in Magog, 
Que., is currently being felt in 
Lindsay and at a time when 
most people aren’t anxious to 
have their earning power cur- 
tailed. 

It was learned in -conyersa- 
tion this morning with man- 
agement at National Textiles 
Ltd., Lindsay, that this plant 
will have to curtail operations 
because of the strike. 


This development is proving 
especially frustrating for the 
company because it reports a 
good volume of orders which 
cannot be filled due to a short- 
age of fabries brought about by 
the Dominion Textiles strike. 

The Quebec textile manuf- 
acturing company is one of the 
largest, in fact the major 
source of materials in Canada 
for processing companies such 
as National Textiles Ltd. 

National Textiles’ L. H. 
Blacker told “The Post” that 
the shortage of needed fabrics 
would mean some layoffs and 
certainly reduced working time 
for those who are kept on 
staff. “We are,” he explain- 
ed, “taking steps to import 
cloth from United States pro- 
ducers but this will not reach 
us in time to take care of ex- 
pected repeat business before 
the year’s end, on lines now 
on the market.” 

Mr. Blacker said his comp- 
any was enjoying good busi- 
ness and anticipated normal 
production through to the end 
of the current year and resum- 
ing.on new lines after the New 
Year. 

“We just wisk to make our 
position clear to the people 
of Lindsay so they will under- 
stand that any cutback in pro- 
duction and subsequent em- 
ployment at our plant, is the 
by-product of outside labor 
trouble and has no relation to 
our own ability to secure ade- 
quate business to keep our 
factory busy.”

THE INCREASING IMPORTANCE OF EDUCATION 

Champions of automation insist that more jobs are 
created as a result of advanced mechanization as are 
done away with; but generally speaking, new jobs evolv- 
ed require special skills and training. Making this point 
in an interview with The Financial Times this week in 
Montreal, William Thomson, director of employment 
services for Canada, stated that through its job coun- 
selling service, the National Employment Service em- 
phasizes the economic hazards confronting job seekers 

__ who possess only a limited education. 

A survey of the educational standing achieved by 
unemployed persons registered with 200 N.E.S. branches 
across the country Mr. Thomson said, verifed a hitherto 
guessed-at direct relationship between unemployment 
and educational limitations. Compiled statistics showed 
that, while 55 per cent of the male working force had 
not advanced beyond grade 8, over 70.2 per cent of those 
seeking work were in the limited-education group. 

During periods of inflation, it was pointed out, 
youths are often lured from school by the provocative 
promise of immediate high wages. During subsequent 
slow-downs, these young, generally inexperienced work- 
ers, unless they have been specially trained, are the 
first to be laid off. Usually less qualified than others, 
they are often replaced by better trained or more exper- 
ienced workers who become available on the labour 
market. 


Thus a new problem is posed for educational auth- 
orities in the country; the problem of making every 
attempt to keep students in school until graduation at 
least. This would naturally involve a need for more 
schools and more teachers and, an important factor, 
greater expenditures on education by provinces and 
municipalities —The Financial Times 


HOUSING FOR OLD PEOPLE 
Some useful points about housing for old people 
were noted in a recent BBC General Overseas Service 
broadcast by a reporter who had’been to see a new 
housing centre specially designed for very old people 
recently opened in Britain. The points for plugging in 
electric equipment, for instance, were three feet from 
the floor to avoid bending and stooping, and the win- 
dows had low sills so that an elderly person sitting down 
would have a good view. Each of the one-roomed flats 
was decorated in a slightly different color, scheme, but 
all were in pale colors and had big windows to provide 
the maximum of light. In one wall a.series of doors con- 
cealed a ventilated food store, a kitchen with a white 
sink, a tiny electric cooking stove, small cupboards and 
a wardrobe cupboard for clothes. In these flatlets the 
elderly can call on the help.of the warden if they need 
it, although they are entirely free and independent. 
—BBC London Letter

LILY-LIKE ONIONS 

The lowly onion has some 
very fancy cousins, being re- 
lated to the lily clan as well 
as to garlics, leeks, scallions 
and asparagus. Regardless of 
ancestry, onions have long 
been prized by cooks for that 
extra bit of oomph they add 
to so many favorite foods. 


those that are moist or sprout- 
}ed. Onions keep well in a dry, 
ventilated place, at room tem- 
perature or cooler. Store un- 
used parts of onions in the 
refrigerator but first put them 
in a covered container or wrap 
them in aluminum foil or wax- 
paper to prevent their odor 
from penetrating other foods. 

Cooking whole onions in a 
moderate amount of boiling 
water, in an uncovered pan, 
produces a mild flavor. Re- 
member that the more cook- 
ing water youcuse, the greater 
will be the loss of nutrients, 
advises the Home Economics 
Service of the Ontario Dept. 
of Agriculture. A smaller a- 
mount of water will do if you 
put the lid on the pan hali- 
way through the cooking per- 
iod. To prepare boiled onions, 
cook them in salted water un- 
til they're just tender (from 
10 to 35 minutes, depending 
on their size), Then add butter | 
or cheese or another sauce to 
your liking. If you plan tu 
glaze or stuff onions or bak- 
ing, halt the boiling when fhey 
are partly done. To stuff on- 
ions, hollow out the centres 
from 6 large onions and fill 
the shells with a half a pound 


a quarter pound of sausage, 
seasonings, two tablespouus 


Bake at 
350 degrees F. for half an 
hour.

In Good Nutrition 


in flavor and nutrition. Two 
or three eggs give you about 
the same amount of prowin 
as an average serving of meat. 
| Budget watchers should rem- 
ember that grades B and C 
eggs are fine for scrambling 
and for cooked foods such as 
puddings and cakes. When you 
want a more delicate flavor, as 
in poached or fried eggs and 
angel food cakes, you'll be bet- 
ter satisfied-with Grade A’s, 
however. The color of eggs, 
ranging from white to cream 
to brown, doesn’t affect flav- 
or, food value or quality. 

If you store eggs properly 
they'll keep fresh longer. 
Place them large end up in a 
covered container and store in 
the refrigerator. The covering 
keeps them from absorbing od- 
ors and losing moisture. The 
protective film around the 
shell, which helps keep out 
bacteria, can be destroyed by 
undue washing, so clean eggs 
lightly with a damp cloth. 

The principle rule of egg 
cookery is low temperature, 
according to the Home Econ- 
omics Service of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 
Low temperature cooking 
keeps eggs tender and prev- 
ents darkening around the 
yolk.

Gone are the days when people will be able to 
walk up York Street north and point to a building which 
once housed one of the town’s most prosperous livery 
businesses . . . But all is not lost because even the 
demands of the gas-buggy age for increased customer 
parking accommodation didn’t persuade the T. Eaton 
Co. Ltd. at Lindsay to part with one portion of the livery 
buildings. The barn-like structure seen in the right 
hand section of the above photo is being retained for 
storage purposes. In the photo below an exposed view 
of one section of the livery building is shown as it yielded 
to the blows of a wrecking crew. Names associated with 
the livery business include those of Brian Gunnigle, Jim 
Workman and ‘Friday’ Madison, most of whom were 
known to the town’s older residents. One of the few 
people living who recalled something about the busi- 
ness was reluctant to talk about some of its interesting 
background because he didn’t like to be in the public 
eye. 


Speaking of livery business days yecalls.the almost 
incredible fact that there were days, right in this com- 
munity, when many of its residents didn’t even have a 
horse and buggy to get them over the ground .. . They 
depended solely on ‘shank’s: mare’, The picture above 
shows a stretch of road familiar to many Mariposa Town- 
ship residents. It is the ‘8th Concession’ of the township 
annd one.of the pioneer roads which linked the central 
part of the township with the Town of Lindsay, Tales 
are told of how pioneer settlers trudged this route to 
Lindsay, often with back-breaking loads and before it 
was really a road, It was not unusual, they recall, for 
an early settler to walk seven or eight miles along this 
trail with a bag of grain on his back to a grist mill in 
Lindsay and then trudge back the next day with a sack 
of flour. In the meantime mother and the small family 
kept the home fires burning in the log cabin set in the 
clearing they had gouged out of the then heavily-forested 
Jand. Wolves, the tellers of these tales recall, were 
never far away and on some occasions they would even 
scale the roofs of the low-slung cabins and make the 
chills creep up and down the spines of those inside 
with their blood-curdling howls, But to get back to the 
road pictured above . . . This Is no longer a trail of 
endurance for man and beats but rather a pleasant coun- 
try road which cuts through some of the. lushest farm- 
land in Mariposa .township as it winds across it from 
the Ops boundary on the east to the Brock boundary on 
the west. The events of other years have left no scars, 
but there is nothing to recall the hardships endured by 
those who pioneered the way when this now well-grav- 
elled road was only a blazed trail through the forest.

New Harvesting Equipment 
Being Developed for Turnips 

Ontario Dept. of Agriculture 
researchers are working on a 
machine that they hope will 
“top, lift, and load” table turn- 
ips mechanically, The results 
look promising. 

“We're trying to develop a 
satisfactory topping unit and 
a lifter - loader unit separtely 
in hopes of combining them 
into one machine,” says agri- 
cultural engineer J. R. Scott. 

The most successful topping 
device they’ve developed .so 
far is a “modified, hydrauli- 
cally controlled I.H.C. 300M 
sugar beet topper” which has 
a power-driven serrated dise 
to cut the tops. 

The height of cutting is con- 
trolled by a highly sensitive 
hydraulic valve linked to a 
broad “finder” shoe. There is 
also an attachment to straight- 
en up the turnips in the row 
so that they are cut uniformly. 

The power-driven disc prin- 
ciple used in the disc-type lit 
ter-topper cuts the top roots 
of the turnips at the proper 
depth and lifts them proper- 
ly. But so far it hasn’t been 
successful in feeding them in- 
to the elevator, says Scott. 

The work is continuing. 
KILL OUT THOSE 
CHOKE CHERRIES 

Now’s the time to pull out 
those wild or choke cherry 
trees in your pasture, says the 
Ontario Dept. of Agriculture 

When these trees are dam- 
aged by frost, gluccocides 
which contain hydrocianic 
acid are formed within the 
leaves. A handful of these 
wilted leaves can contain 
enough poison to kill a cow 
or several sheep. 

The best way to get rid 
of the problem is to remove 
the trees. When they have lost 
all their leaves cut them down 
or pull them out. Keep live- 
stock away from these trees 
if any leaves remain. 

Animals affected with this 
poison breathe rapidly, be- 
come depressed, and show 
bluish discoloration of the mu- 
cous membranes. They rare- 
ly live more than a few hours. 

Your veterinarian may be 
able to save some animals with 
emergency intravenous treat- 
ment, but it is important that 
treatment be given as soon as 
possible, 

Wild or choke cherry trees 
can exist for years without 
causing any losses, then a bro- 
ken limb or an early frost 
makes available enough dead- 
ly poison to kill a half dozen 
cows or a whole flock of sheep 
NO TIME FOR THINKING 
DURING AN ACCIDENT 

Things happen so fast dur- 
ing most accidents that you 
haven’t time to think your 
way out of them. And often 
if you did have the time, once 
the chain of events in an ac- 
cident have started, you could- 
n’t escape from it anyway. 
The solution: look before you 
leap. 

So says Ontario Department 
of Agriculture safety expert 
Harold Wright. He uses this 
farmer’s letter, describing a 
case history of an accident, as 
an example: 

“T have an apple tree which 
must be the highest apple tree 
in the world. So, to harvest it 
I rigged up a pulley and con- 
nected a large barrel to one 
end. I pulled the barrel up to 
the top of tree and secured 
the rope to the trunk on the 
ground. I then went up the 
tree and picked the first bar- 
rel of apples from the upper- 
most twig, then I climbed 
down the tree and unhooked 
the line from the truck. Un- 
fortunately, the barrel of ap- 
ples was heavier than I was, 
and before I knew what was 
happening the barrel started 

jerking me off the ground. 

“T decided to hang on and 
halfway up I met the barrel 

of apples coming down and 
received a severe blow on the 
shoulder. I then continued to 
' 


the top of the tree banging my 
head on the limbs and getting 
my fingers jammed in the 
pully. When the barrel of 
apples hit the ground, it burst 
its bottom and all the apples 
spilled out. I was now heavier 
than the barrel and so started 
down again at high speed. 
Half way down I met the emp- 
ty barrel coming up and receiv 
ed severe injuries to my shins. 
Then when I hit the ground 
I landed on the truck rigging, 
getting several painful cuts 
from the sharp edges and cor- 
ners. 

“At that point I must have 
lost my present of mind be- 
cause I let go of the line. The 
barrel then came down again 
giving me another heavy blow 
on the head and putting me in 
the hospital.” 

This sad story is really not 
much more ridiculous than the 
things that happpen all the 
time to people who don't 
watch what they’re doing.

Follow- 
ing the approval of minutes 
correspondence was dealt with 
This included acknowledge- 
ment of a letter sent to local 
provincial, and federal health 
authorities on behalf of a lo- 
cal member who had lost a 
heifer due to a heart attack 
while being blood-tested and 
seeking compensation on same. 
The stand taken by the direct- 
ors was that since the farmer 
had complied with regulations 
and co-operated in full he was 
entitled to the same compensa- 
tion as a reactor would get— 
the fatal heart attack having 
been caused by the necessary 
close confinement in order to 
take a blood sample.

It was revealed this morning 
the automatic starter at the 
ice plant blew out. A practise 
Skating Club arranged for Fri- 
day evening had to be cance} 
led due to the sudden blow out. 

It was also learned by “The 
Post” that the old starter has) 
been brought into service until 
such time as a new automatic 
starter can be obtained to re- 
place it. 

The starter has to be oper 
ated manually, it was disclosed. 

It was the opinion of one man 
contacted by “The Post” that 
this state of affairs demanded 
a 24-hour check of the equip-, 
ment. 

When Arena Manager H. V. 
Johnson was contacted regard- 
ing the blow out he at first de- 
nied any such happening. He 
later conceded that it had been 
necessary to cancel Friday’s 
Lindsay Figure Skating Club 
practise session because of 
“soft ice’. 

Mr. Johnson told newsmen 
they would be unable to visit 
the locked ice plant.

Editorial 


’ WHAT HAS LINDSAY IN MIND ? 
The citizens of Prince George, B.C., apparently have 
something which the people of Lindsay haven't got and 
vet this fact could neither be attributed to the difference 
in size of the two towns (theyre about the same), nor 
to Lindsay's inability to attain that to which reference 
is made. - 

Enough of obscurity. : 

What Prince George has that Lindsay has not, is 
a twelye-man action committee whose objective is to 
alleviate seasonal unemployment in the district by en- 
eouraging winter work programs wherever practical. 

The Prince George newspaper has gone all-out in 
support of the program as have many of the business 
people in the area. : ’ 

Typical evidence of this support is contained in the 
following excerpts from an advertisement sponsored by 
Prince George Bakeries and appearing in the seasonal 
employment supplement of the paper. It reads: “All 
great projects have their origin in the mind of one 
man but if takes the combined efforts of many to bring 
such projects to a successful conclusion. Here in Prince 
George, it has at Jast been suggested we do something 
constructive about the problem of seasonal unemploy- 
ment. The idea has caught on. Even now, a twelve-man 
action committee—representing business, industry, labor, 
government and the general public—is formulating plans 
on how we may best proceed.” 

Mayor Carrie Jane Gray issued the following pro- 
clamation in connection with the movement: “The citi- 
zens of Prince George are hereby requested to give 
their whole-hearted co-operation in this drive against 
seasonal unemployment which is being waged by the 
Winter Employment Committee in conjunction with the 
National Employment Service. You can do your share 
by planning now, to do your repairs, renovations or ad- 
ditions this winter when men and materials are avail- 
able. I hereby proclaim the period from October 6th to 
January 7th as the National Employment Service’s ‘Plan 
now period’.” 

What has Lindsay in mind to help combat seasonal 
unemployment which is showing some signs of increas- 
ing throughout the province? This might make a good 
topic for nomination night speakers, although time is 
admittedly a little on the short side, Nevertheless, it 
seems there is a need for giving consideration to this 
problem here and now before the peak unemployment 
period is upon us. What do you think, aspiring members 
to Council and citizens in general?

——____ 
THE UNSOLVED GERMAN PROBLEM 

The Western leaders should not now trade suspi- 
cion for gullibility. They would be wise to refuse to be 
lulled into a sense of false security by the Khrushchev 
political act before TV cameras or while visiting the 
United States. He has not made a single concession in 
getting his own way. 

In contrast, President Eisenhower has made a big 
one; he has more than shifted his policy toward Russia. 
He has done a complete about-face from the long-stand- 
ing, rigid policy of no retreat, no negotiation, no sum- 
mit. That is enough. 

The men of the Kremlin have never had the slight- 
est intention of bringing together the -governments of 
Walter Ulbricht the Communist, and that of Konrad 
Adenauer of Western Germany, Khrushchev does not 
want reunification unless it is an extension of the Com- 
munist regime over West Germany, the state which he 
considers his last barrier in Central Europe. Berlin is 
just an extra canker in the side of Communism to add 
to the paramount significance of the German issue in 
Moscow’s eyes. 

On the solution of the German question the fate of 
Europe will hang for decades. The West will be lucky 
if it is not used as the trigger for a test of the advan- 
tage in ICBM power which Russia will hold during the 
Missile Gap between 1960 and 1962. It should not be 
forgotten that the motive behind Russia’s Cold War tac- 
tic is no longer fear of attack. Arrogant confidence has 
replace fear, and that is a dangerous thing in the time 
of blackmail which is swiftly approaching.

Hamilton, Noy. 24—(UPI)— 
Defense Minister George 
Pearkes says the younger gen-| 
eration will have to worry a- 
bout chemical warfare which 
he says will be quite dangerous 
in the coming years. 

Pearkes told the McMaster 
University Political Club in 
Hamilton last night that “there 
is quite an extensive develop- 
ment on in the Prairie Prov- 
inces studying defense meas- 
ures against this type of wal- 
fare—nerve gas and botulism”. 

“There are also co-operative 
movements in Britain and the} 
United States to study this type 


of warfare,” he added. 

He told club members “our 
main worry right now is the 
missile. Once a missile is 
launched, we have little or no 
defense against it. We must} 
do everything we can to pre-| 
vent a missile from being 
launched.” 

On the question of civil de-| 
fense, the Minister said, “if we 
have sufficient warning we} 
have means of evacuation. But, 
he added,” our civil author- 
ities have got to train large 
numbers of people in order to 
protect against a possible nu- 
clear war.”

THE CLOSED CASKET 

Motor vehicle casualties have become so frequent 
in recent times that they have come to be regarded as 
common-place occurrences, events which we read about 
and hear about but which somehow seem remote. They 
do not affect us personally and therefore we take an 
impersonal view of their happening . . . We are not 
directly affected and we tend to take the position that 
we are somehow going to be miraculously spared such 
unpleasantness. We assume that it is always ‘the other 
fellow’ who is going to meet up with disaster on the 
highways and byways. As a result of this thinking some 
of us continue to take chances while operating motor 
vehicles which we wouldn't if the cold hand of tragedy 
on the road had ever rested on our shoulder. Nor would 
we be so apt to take needless risks while driving if we 
had ever had occasion to stand in the midst of the sor- 
rowing and suffering which such disasters inflict. 

On Thursday a young man of 20 years was borne 
to his last resting place, the victim of a motor vehicle 
accident. One moment he was in life, a short time later, 
he was dead from terrible wounds 

On Wednesday saddened relatives and friends of the 
family assembled at the funeral home to comfort the 
survivors and pray for the soul of the departed. His 
casket was closed. 

No words can express the anguish which was written 
on the face of this boy’s mother as she stood shocked 
and distraught by the bier of her dead son. The life she 
had brought into the world was at an end, suddenly and 
before it had reached maturity. 

To witness these things is a sobering experience 
and one which does not quickly fade from memory. 
If more people could be impressed with the growing 
need for extreme caution behind the wheel of today’s 
fast - moving vehicles, fewer such incidents would be 
recorded. 

This is not written to suggest any responsibility 
for the tragedy to which reference is made, but merely 
to point out that traffic accidents may seem remote 
and impersonal but that they are really an ever-present 
threat to our personal safety and that of those whom 
we love. 

The next time you are inclined to take a chance 
on the road first take time to think of ‘the closed casket’. 
It’s very final, you know. 


RADIO MOSCOW ON GOD 

Radio Moscow, sometimes given to making sensa- 
tional and factual statements, and at others coming up 
with the ridiculous and incredible, has just given its 
Russian listeners the latest rundown on God. According 
to the official Soviet viewpoint on this subject, “God 
is a figment of the human mind.” The home service 
broadcast announcer this week asked: 
God who is allegedly all merciful, why do poverty, un- 
employment, the exploitation of man by man, war and 
disease exist in the world? If God is so almighty why 
does he not perform miracles? The internal contra- 
dictions of veligious dogmas illustrate the inconsistency 
and falsity 01 these dogmas. Science alone can reveal the 
truth.” 

Radio Moscow, in the light of the assertions and 
questions it has been the author of, must in turn ex- 
pect to hear assertions by those who believe there is 
a God and-be asked questions of a nature which it may 
have some difficulty answering. 

God the great religious thinkers of the world as- 
sert, reflects rest, There is no evidence, either emanat- 
ing from Soviet Russia or elsewhere in the world, to 
indicate that God represents unrest. On the contrary, 
man, whose activities are visible, seems to be the author 
of unrest, exploitation of his fellow man, war and to 
some extent at least, disease. 

Science has explained many things in connection 


with the world and outer sp ace’ but it has not been able 


to do very much to satisfy the conviction of thinking men 
and women that the transient period of life in this 
world is the beginning and end of it all. 

Radio Moscow’s announcer’s flat statement that God 
is a figment of the imagination evokes questions which 
may well take some answering: “How does he know? 
...-What tangible proof can he offer that this is a fact, 
irrefutably established by such means as would satisfy 
the most enquiring of minds?” 

If such evidence exists, Radio Moscow has a clear duty 
to make it known to the people of the world. Failure to 
produce such evidence can only he interpreted to mean 
that it does not exist and that its bold assertions are 
without foundation. 

Until it can submit such evidence to the world, it 
would do well to accept the admonition: “Be still and 
know that I am God.”

DEFICIENCY PAYMENTS 

On Januray 11, 1960, the new system of deficiency 
payments to hog raisers announced by the Agricultural 
Stabilization Board will become effective. The current 
Commercial Letter, published by The Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, in a discussion of the pros and cons of 
various means of stabilization, points out that the new 
method, replacing the government purchase of pork sur- 
pluses, has the approval of the experts who have been 
reviewing commercial and agricultural policies for GATT,

because this type of support does not increase the cost 
to consumers. 

The method going into effect next year consists of 
a direct payment to farmers of the difference between 
the average market price and the support price, and 
the amount of the subsidy is under direct budgetary 
supervision. Provided the demand for a commodity is 
sufficiently responsive to price changes, the Letter says, 
the effect on consumer price is an important considera- 
tion in determining the method of subsidizing it. 

Under the present method of support by govern- 
ment purchase, large surplus stocks of pork have been 
accumulated, the Letter says. At October 1, total stocks 
stood at 8242 million pounds, excluding canned pork. 
Tt seems unlikely that the Agricuxural Stabilization 
Board will dispose of its pork holdings without con- 
siderable loss. 

Pork is perhaps the most difficult of the commo- 
dities to control, because the production of hogs is 
volatile, the Letter says. Other critical commodities 
which require close study are eggs and dairy products. 


CIVIL DEFENSE OR DEFENSELESS CIVILIANS? 

Civil defense officials have learned of the federal 
government’s plans to establish regional centers across 
the country to coordinate national survival efforts in the 
event of a nuclear attack. 

J. F. Wallace, an official of the federal govern- 
ment’s emergency measures organization, outlined the 
plans to provincial representatives, federal government 
officials and medical men attending a three-day course 
at the Federal Civil Defense College in Arnprior, Ont. 

Wallace said the broad details of the plans were out- 
lined to the house of commons by Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker earlier this year. 

The federal government previously announced that 
the army and the federal government would take the 
major responsibility in the event of a nuclear attack, 
instead of the then-existing civil defense organizations. 
The government's switch in policy has been roundly 
criticized by several civil defense experts. 

Wallace said of the centres to serve as regional 
headquarters for the federal government in the event 
of an attack, have already been selected. They are Van- 
couver, Winnipeg, Toronto, Montreal and Halifax. The 
others will be named later, he said. 

“The purpose of these regional emergency meas- 
ures offices is to coordinate federal goyernment plan- 
ning at the provincial level should a nuclear attack 
occur.” The offices would consult with the provincial 
governments and give assistance in their emergency 
planning. 

Under the plans which became official Sept. 1, a 
regional officer will be appointed for each province. 

Wallace said these officers would act as coordinating 
link between the provinces and the federal government 
in peacetime. In the event of a nuclear attack, he added, 
they would assume the federal government’s authority 
in civil defense if Ottawa were cut off from the provinces. 

He said that a dozen federal government depart- 
ments are directly concerned in making plans for the 
federal government to function in an emergency.

4) If your car skids, turn your wheels in the direc- 
tion of the skid but do not use your brakes. 

5) When stopping on a slippery surface, pump your 
brakes rather than applying steady pressure. 

6) To start on an icy surface, use second or high 
gear to maintain traction. 

7) If you are not sure if the road is slippery, try 
your brakes while travelling not faster than five or ten 
miles an hour. 

8) Be ware of slippery spots beneath bridges or 
overpasses where the sun has not melted the ice. 

9. Make sure that your cat's manifold, muffler and 
tailpipe are in good condition. Each winter many are 
suffocated by carbon monoxide which seeps into tightly 
closed ears.

Lumbar Discs ; 

“Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
been diagnosed as having an 
intervetebral disc. The doctor 
advises operation. Can you 
give me any statistics on the 
outlook? Mr. S., Bfufalo, N.Y.” 

COMMENT: In a recent re- 
port to the American Journal 
of Surgery, Dr. J. Raaf review- 
ed case histories of 817 patients 
he operated on, and 88 patients 
operated by his associates dur- 
ing the last 20 years for pro- 
truded lumbar intervetebral 
discs. 

They performed a total of 
954 operations. More than 
two-thirds of the patients were 
between the ages of 30 and'50. 
One fifth of them were women. 
About 70 per cent of these pa- 
tients gave a definite history 
of back injury. 

The surgeons considered 
that the over-all results of sur- 
gery in the patients operated 
on for protruded lumbar in- 
tervetral discs were excellent 
|in 43 per cent; good in 37 per 
cent; fair in 14 per cent; and 
poor in 6 per cent. They had 
few surgical complications 
and no operative deaths.

Here is the story as told in 
the Windsor Star:
